Madrid’s military government an­ 
nounced today that it had put down 
a communist revolt within its ranks 
and was reported to be suing for 
peace with Generalissimo Franco to 
end the Spanish Civil war which 
has spread discord throughout Eu­ 
rope. 
The official Madrid radio asserted 
the communist rebels, who revolted 
Monday night, had surrendered 45 
minutes before expiration of an ul­ 
timatum threatening concentrated 
aerial bombardment by General Jose 
Miaja, head of the Madrid regime. 
Planes, tanks, and machine-guns 
were used to put down the heart of 
the resistance Tuesday as extremists 
rebelled against the government’s 
efforts to end the war with “worthy 
peace’’ terms from the nationalists. 
War Minister Segismundo Casado 
was reported to have entered na­ 
tionalist lines under a white flag to 
negotiate such a peace with Franco. 
Civil warfare on the seas already 
was ended by the republican fleet 
which put in at Frances powerful 
naval base, Bizerte, Tunisia, and 
was interned Tuesday. 
Paris sources close to republican 
Spain's deposed premier, Juan Ne- 
grin. said he still considered himself 
chief of the Spanish government 
since he did not submit a resigna­ 
tion before military leaders seized 
the reins in Madrid. 
Four plane loads of government 
leaders followed Negrin into French 
exile. 
A fifth plane was captured 
before it had time to leave.

NE of the great attractions at the San Francisco Exposition to me. 
and to thousands of others, was the great Clipper Ships. Standing 
beside one of these huge planes you wonder at the genius and im agination 
of man! 
The new Boeing 314’s are monsters of air craft. Four of the six new 
cues will ply the Pacific. 
They will be capable of carrying 75 people. 
I 
watched the one sail away on a test flight to San Diego and return, 
approximately the distance to Hawaii of some 2200 miles. A great hangar 
has been constructed on Treasure Island in San Francisco Bay, and here 
(after the Exposition is over) the island will be cleared and it will be­ 
come the landing and departing station of the Clippers 
The 400 acres 
oi made land will be increased and here will be one of th e finest aviation 
fields in the world. 
In the big hangar, which will take care of about three of the new 
type of ships, are wonderfully arranged shops for m echanics and workers, 
and here wall be recorded for visitors, the exact position of the ships as 
they journey through the air. By the time this talk appears one of these 
giants will be on its way to Hong Kong — or on its way back — and one 
on its way to Newr York. 
Passing from the building, I noted a crude plane hung in a corner 
and walked over to investigate. 
A thrill passed through me as I noted 
it was the famous plane of “Wrong-way C orrigan!” And a few feet away 
was the little pilot hum orist himself, smiling as he willingly autographed 
his name for all who presented a scrap of paper. 
Looking over th a t crude contraption, which did not come far from 
resembling a patched up “crate.” my adm iration for the courage and 
daring of th a t pilot soared miles high. 
And I would like to say th a t I 
have never m et a more hum an, modest chap.

modern trans-oceanic wonders a few feet away, the feat of th a t boy 
seemed unbelievable. 
But, typical of him, is all of this W estern country

and the modest President of the great Fair. 
To and from Hong Kong, China, these Clipper ships will make the 
round trip covering a distance of 9,000 miles!

SENATE SEAT TO 
BE FILLED BY 
SPECIAL VOTE 


Harrisburg, 
March 
8 
(AP) 
— 
A uthority to fix a date for a special 
election to fill the senate seat va­ 
cated by Dr. P. J. Henney, Allegheny 
county coroner, rested today with 
the Allegheny county commissioners, 
under a ruling by L ieutenant Gov­ 
ernor Samuel S. Lewis. 
“They pay 
the 
freight,” 
Lewis 
explained, “and they should have 
som ething to say about the date.” 
He also asked for suggevstions from 
Jam es F. Torrance, republican state 
chairm an; David L. Lawrence, dem o­ 
cratic state chairm an, and Frank 
Harris, chairm an of the Allegheny 
county republican committee. 
Lewis must call for th e election 
bv mid-March, and the balloting 
may take place a m onth or more 
later. 
A republican winner would give 
his party 26 votes in the senate; a 
dem ocratic vote wrould boost 
the 
m inority’s strength to 24, only one 
less than the republicans now can 
claim. 
Henney, a democrat, sent in his 
letter of resignation about a m onth 
ago. after the state Suprem e court 
ruled he m ust quit either the senate 
or his $10,000-a-year job as coroner, 
on the premise th a t the two posts 
were incompatible. 
The lieutenant-governor declared 
the sea vacant after A ttorney G en­ 
eral Claude Reno advised th a t re­ 
ceipt of the resignation by form er 
L ieutenant Governor Thom as K en­ 
nedy and former Secretary Jo h n C. 
Morlock of the senate constituted 
sufficient acceptance. 
Democrats cleared the way for 
confirmation of the governor’s ap ­ 
pointm ents of Judge W illiam 
E. 
H irt, of Erie, to the seat on the 
I superior court Jam es vacated when 
he became governor, and of John 
R obert Jones to the Philadelphia 
m unicipal court. 
By the same caucus action, they 
indicated they might help the re­ 
publicans confirm 
the three-m an 
athletic commission, 
but said all 
other appointees were “out.” These 
include Major Lynn G. A dam s for 
m otor police commissioner; 
John 
^Biggins, 
of 
W arren, 
for 
public 
utility commissioner; th e new state 
board of assistance, and the S cran ­ 
ton registration commission. 
’The first bill to meet defeat in the 
house after getting as far as a final 
vote was a proposal to give tax col­ 
lectors a two per cent commission 
for collecting delinquent paym ents. 
T he vote was 106 to 67. 
A m ajor measure introduced was 
the 
adm inistration's 
proposal 
to 
establish a Departm ent of Commerce 
to induce new industries to locate 
in Pennsylvania, keep others here, 
and advertise the state. 
Another set of new bills, sponsored 
by the Rev. Frank W. R uth, dem o­ 
cratic senator from Berks county 
who headed former Governor E arle’s 
crime 
commission, 
would 
require 
finger-printing of all applicants for 
license to carry firearm s; 
require 
the Welfare departm ent to investi­ 
gate crime prevention and stim u­ 
late preventive m easures and activi­ 
ties, 
and 
permit 
common 
plea* 
judges and county com m issioners to 
set up clinics for m ental study of 
criminals. 
Two state departm ents were asked 
for inform ation by lawmakers. 
Public assistance was requested to 
supply a list of all aliens receiving 
any kind of financial ald from the 
state. 


“We are spending millions to sup­ 
port aliens seeking to underm ine 
the American system of governm ent,” 
said Senator George B. Stevenson 
(R-Clinton), originator of the re ­ 
quest, “while American schools and 
other institutions suffer.”
